Dr. Jackson delivered his first 
lecture in a series of three entitled 
"Post War Rebuilding of Western 
Europe," last night in Moyse Hall. 
This address dealt with "The Pros- 
pects for Canadian Goods in Euro- 
pean Markets After the War." 

Dr. Jackson was last year direc- 
tor of the School of Commerce and 
has been with the Bank of Eng- 
land. He was Professor of Econom- 
ics in the University of Toronto 
and has served with the British 
Armies in Arabia and India. 

"It may be that these are early 
days," Dr. Jackson stated, "to con- 
sider conditions after the war but 
it is because of this that these are 
important days."

After motions lim- 
iting Ihe speakers' time to five 
minutes, and holding discussion to 
subjects under the jurisdiction of 
the Council, the first speaker was 
called upon. 

Candidates Speak. 

Lloyd Henderson being absent, 
Glen Cowan spoke first, putting 
himself on record as favoring such 
meetings as the present one as a 
precedent to be followed in future. 
He then went on to restate his views 
on the university war effort, saying 
in this connection that he bclivei 
the Board of Governors would be 
glad to hear the opinions ot the 
students on this subject as long as 
the points brought up were within 
the jurisdiction of the council. 

Graham Gould, the next candi- 
date called upon to speak, clariAcd 
his policy of making no election 
promises, stating that he felt that 
the President of the Council was 
in no position to carry out such 
promises, it being his sole function 
to supervise the proceedings of the 
Council. He further deplored what 
he termed "talk of factions at Mc 
Gill," saying that during his years 
at McGill he had encountered no 
factions on the campus.

Are We Bilingual? 

° There are many students at McGill 
:Who have been taking French for as many 
as ten years (in public school, high school, 
aàd BOW college) and who are stiiV unable 
to converse with fluency and confidence, 
^prhcy do not find it a difficult task to take 
iriîp a French text and read it in an intel- 
ligent manner; they can listen to a French 
apnouncer on the radio and comprehend 
the substance of what he is saying; and 
they may even, with some success, be able 
to listen in on the conversation of several 
French people. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that even though students can do 
these things, for the most part they find 
that they cannot carry on a conversation 
themselves. 

What, then, is the reason for this?— 
especially since a prominent teacher of 
ibis language has often made the assertion 
that it is an easier matter to speak the 
language than to understand it while it 
is being spoken. The reason probably is 
that too little stress has been placed upon 
oral French under most of the teaching 
systems. This has brought about two un- 
iorttuate consequences. The first is that 
the student has not grasped the necessary 
familiarity and ease with tiie language, 
;^peeial]y that of putting bis thoughts into 
proper French sentence form at the rapid 
rate necessary to make it sound natural. 

second is that the student does not 
receive the practice in class that is so e«- 
aeatial if he is to overcome the shyness 
apd embarrassment that so many feel 
yrhtn. attempting to address anyone in an 
ynfamiliar language. 

There are wayr of overcoming this 
/Jbfodicap, but unfortunately they are not 
/f^O to all. These means include living 
'for a time amongst French-speaking peo- 
ple, taking private tutoring lossons and so 
on, but it will be noticed lliat no method 
is available at the place where fluency in 
oral French should be available— at the 
fCbool or university. 

,, ^ome suggestions ^yi heea put Jfoi- 



ward as remedies for this situation such as 
the idea that in some courses, such as the 
first j-ear French courses, the study of the 
historj' of France and of French Litera- 
ture be dropped for a couple of months 
while the class devotes itself exclusively 
to oral work, gaining practice and fluency 
in speaking under the instruction of ex- 
perts such as we have at the university 
and making a tpecialiied study of the vo- 
cabularj' most commonly used in every- 
day speech. 

It would be interesting to sec some of 
these suggestions put into practice to find 
out whether they really are practical. 
Anything of such importance and value is 
surely worth a trial. 




LET THERE BE SCtlLPTURE by Jacob 
Epstein; Putnam, 1940; pp. 393; $0.00. 
Jacob Epstein, the storm centre of some ol 
the most bitter controversies ol modern sculp- 
ture, hai written hit autobiography. And It 
it the portrait, pot of tha man, but of the sculp- 
tor, • documentary presentation of the evidence 
and a background of meaning for his work. 
So that, often as Mr. Epstein has been assailed 
before regarding his sculpture, he again opens 
himself to attack. 

Of Polith-Jewlth parentage, bom on the 
"teeming Eaat Side" of New York, the young 
boy showed an early talent for drawing and an 
appreciation of the wealth of material offered 
by the countleii human types around him. 
After an "apprenticeship" in Paris, Epstein de- 
cided on London as hit headquarters, and was 
toon involved In the Strand controversy, the 
firtt of a teries of struggles which were to be 
the milestonei of the sculptor's life. This case 
concerned the decoration of the British Medical 
Atiociation Building, for which Mr. Epstein 
designed a number of symbolic human figures. 
At ever, the author must be given credit for 
leaving the documents themselves to convince 
ut of tide of the case, but wc can hardly dit- 
agree with one editorial, which criticized not 
, the work but its unsuitabilily for a public 
i building, exposed to the gaze of those who 
would not grasp its symbolism, but would make 
it the butt of mockery. This point, so extra- 
ordinary to Mr. Epstein, perhaps explains much 
of the bitter opposition to hit work. Con- 
vinced, at he teems to be, that the appeal of art 
is not universal and although it is demonstrated 
time and time again that this particular talent 
it not suited to the enjoyment and satisfaction 
of the busy paiser-by he continues to follow 
the extremes of hit creative inclination for 
public carving! and to be amazed at their hos- 
tile reception. Memorlalt to W. H. Hudson and 
Otcar Wilde struggled on the same stormy 
paths, while "Night" and "Day", two groups 
decorating the Underground Headquarters 
Building, remained only in the face of bitter 
protest. 

But Mr. Epttein's creative work, which mani- 
fests itself in these decorations and in immen- 
sities of carving, such as Adam, Genesis, Be- 
hold The Man, is only one aspect of his art. 
Ranging from flower paintings to the grotesque 
illustrations for Baudelaire's "Let Fleurs du 
Mal," and from child portraits to large bronzes, 
the recorded progress of his work forms the 
theme of the book, told in a readable, though 
not highly literary style, and well-illustrated 
with many photographs of the pieces. 

The chapter on his portraits is particularly 
interesting, for he has a keen appreciation . of 
personality, and both in the illustrations and 
the accompanying remarks about the titters, 
we get entertaining sldelighti on leveral well- 
known characters — Conrad, Paul Robeson, 
George Bernard Shaw, Einstein, Lord Beaver- 
brook. 

The aculptor himself we tee reflected in hit 
work, bis studies, his contact with artists and 
critics. He has a sensitiveness to music and to 
personalities, linked closely with his work, but 
almoii: overplayed. For his place, Mr. Epji«in 



chooses the highest plane, the most lofty con- 
ception of the artist, and from this height he 
loolu down with a strange mingling of con- 
detcension and bewildcrniont at the public re- 
action to hit tculpttire. Rather too much he 
Identifies himself with the masters of his craft, 
a habit, perhaps unintentional, but no doubt 
seeming impertinent to his critics. 

In conclusion Mr. Epstein gives his estimate 
of the position of the artist today, attacking 
bitterly the attitude of the newspapermen and 
dealers, who, he forgets, must also cam a living. 
He surveys the modern field of sculpture and 
ventures an opinion, finally defining hit place 
in the whole,— fairly modettly, let it be taid. 

It at firtt Mr. Epstein aeems too tmug, too 
much the one who wlthdrawa the magic cur- 
tain to re\'eal the artist, as he warms to his 
task of presenting himself we cannot help 
feeling a sincerity under this presentation and 
a faith in hla work that urges him to put before 
us every document of hit case. Ai ha himself 
concludci— "I 'have enjoyed mytelf at work— 
■culpture, drawing, painting . . . and I have had 
the opportunity to create a body of work of 
which, taking all in all I am not aehamed."

CORN BREAD AND CREEK WATER: tha 
Landscape of Rural Poverty, by Charlai 
Morrow Wilson; New York, • Holt, 1040; 
pp. 293; $3.50. 

In "Corn Bread and Creek Water," Charles 
Morrow Wilson gives us a sane and compre- 
hensive view of present-day rural poverty in 
the United State.s, its causes and some sugges- 
tions for its alleviation. The àuthor believes 
that there is no cure-all for this maladyi 
Nevertheless, "If rural poverty is unavoidable, 
rural peonage, social starvation, serious physical 
malnutrition arc and must be avoidable." 

Having served as an agricultural reporter 
for some years, Mr. Wilson knows the life and 
problems of the many and varied rural groups 
in the United Statat, from the Maine lumber- 
men and toutharn tharecroppert to the Navajo 
Indiana and ranchers of the west Some other 
related books by the tame author are "Roots 
of America," "Country Living" and "America 
at Work." 

Among the chief causes of the present state 
of poverty^ cited was the Indltcrlminate cutting 
of forettt followed by one-crop farming sys- 
tems. The booms and depressions after the 
World War all took their toll of the soil. "Men 
ravished the soil in order to profit from high 
prices, for crops. Men continued to ravish in 
order to live from excessively low prices lor 
crops." The author advocates a back-to-the- 
land movement. He believes that once the toil 
it broken overpopulation of land Is better than 
underpopulalioii. 

The New Deal for agriculture and its 
attempts to impose an artificial economy of 
scarcity come in for much severe criticism here, 
at well at the government rural relief system. 
The government's treatment of the Taos and 
Navajo Indians Is also censured. Although Mr. 
Wilson does not agree with the policies of 
Henry Wallace, past-secretary of agriculture, 
and his colleagues, he commends them for real- 
izing the need for action and for their gallanUry 
in fighting on in the face of such overwhelm- 
ing odds. 

Many suggestions are offered for the im- 
provement of rural education along both agri- 
cultural and cultural lines. Lessons by radio 
are advocated. New methods and varieties of 
farming are suggested at an aid to soil con- 
servation tuch at wild-life farming, which In 
the opinion of the author, is a coming rural 
Industry. It la his belief that cooperative ad- 
vertising can do much lor American agricul- 
ture. 

In "Corn Bread and Creek Water" a broad 
and difficult subject has been dealt with very 
efficiently. It is perhaps not entirely sufficient, 
but, as Mr. Wilson slates, "the only truly suffi- 
cient book on rural poverty will never be 
written with ink on paper. It will be written 
with human blood and sweat on the faces of 
innumerable growing fields. This statement 
does not mean that the author Is pessimistic in 
his vlewt. He believes that agriculture, as a 
way of living can once more he restored "to a 
position of solvency and dignity. What Ameri- 
ca needs, in his opinion, is a mental readjust- 
ment and a realization of the new frontiers of 
mind and spirit which challenge her. 

Significant statistics, along with appropriate 
photographs and a style which is concise and to 
the point make this book extremely readable 
for anyone who is intcreiledjn the economic 
and social problems of.

willing to approach the provincial 
govemmeiit and ask for an exten- 
sion for grants to the university to 
be used as sdiolarship funds?"

Replying to a question from the 
floor, Henderson stated his belief 
that a co-operative book store 
could be established at McGill, de- 
spite the adverse report of the 
Council on this matter. Cowan's 
opinion was that the opinion of the 
Council on the matter should be 
accepted, although he felt the ques- 
tion could be reopened next session 
if student demand was great 
enough.

present war is a result of the un- 
solved economic problems of the 
last war. 

In these lectures I propose to I 
deal with what sort of conditions 
of business we will face after the 
war rather than with how our in- 
stitutions are going to change, for 
tile latter depends the former." 
This then is the important questlpn 
What sort of economic problems 
will face Canada at the end of this 
war. For this purpose we shall as- 
sume (and I am sure that everyone 
will agree with the assumptions) 
that we shall fight on until Nazism 
is wiped out: that we shall have a 
control of our destiny at the end 
of the war; that the war is still in 
its early stages." 

Dr. Jackson then outlined the 
growth of Canadian industry, em- 
phasizing the distinction between 
demand and effective demand, and 
then dealt with the economic con- 
dition of continental Europe and 
Britain after the war. "There are 
several possibilities for the condi- 
tion of Europe at the end of the 
war," he stated, "but let us assume 
for the present that the countries 
will return to a normal form of 
government. Then there will be a 
huge demand for Canadian goods 
but not a very ef(ecti\^c one for the 
countries will be extremely poor 
and will need capital to make them 
going concerns. 

"Britain has a passive balance of 
trade," he continued, "but she had 
a continuous flow., of income from 
foreign investments and transporta- 
tion charges from other countries. 
This will not be so however after 
the war and consequently she will 
not be able to trade as in normaJ 
conditions but will have to prolong 
the system of foreign exchange 
control. We in Canada cannot there- 
fore expect the same demand a^ter 
this war as we did before the war, 
and we will be faced with a prob- 
lem as has never been faced in the 
economic history of Canada."

Time Sobject ol Address 

Military Training, Research 
Mentioned as University Con- 
tributions to War Effort 



"A university never forgets. It is 
the accunculatlon of human knowl- 
edge and it is charged with the re- 
sponsibility for distilling that heri- 
tage so that the best of what men 
have done upon this cart,-, may oe 



handed on to succeeding genera- 
tions," said Dr. F. Cyril James, 
Principal and Vicr-Chancellor o£ 
McGill University in an address de- 
livered yesterday before a meeting 
of the Montreal Women's Club. 

Speaking on "Canadian Univer- 
sities in War Time." Dr. James said 
it was only natural that the present 
war would have produced import- 
ant changes in the life of all Cana- 
dian universities. He mentioned 
particularly the compulsory mili- 
tary training which all Canadian 
university men o) British national- 
Ity must undertake. Dr. James also 
referred to the trial black-out cur- 
rently in progress at the Royal Vic- 
toria College. "It is not a dramatic 
festival," he said, "but part of a 
carefully organized program of 
training." Dr. James said that the 
era which had a creed that 'men 
must fight and vomen must xcep' 
has bowed to the acknowledged 
fact that today we are all in tho 
front line. 

Although the Principal mentioned 
war training projects as the most 
obvious changes resulting from 
war-time conditions, he spoke also 
of the research in connection with 
i the war-effort that is progressing 
without benefit of publicity. 

In conclusion Dr. James stated 
that a university is never satisfied, 
that this dissatisfaction leads ita 
members to look out for the future 
and the part they may play in 
charting the course of the world. 
■"It is for that reason that men are 
looking to our universities for lead- 
ership, and those who have the 
privilege of membership in Cana- 
dian university commimities are 
reali2ing more clearly than ever 
before the extent of their respon- 
sibility in this regard," said Dr. 
James
